This may or 
may not be true but ttic probability is that 
reports in regard to the matter are greatly 
exaggerated. But Lodge should be the last 
man to speak of such a matter because 
both he and Hoar voted against Peckham 
on condition that some of the JIlll men in 
the senate should vote against the confir- 
mation of Benjamin Lenthier for consul at 
Sherhrooke, P. Q. 
That was surely a 


meaner piece of trickery than anything 
done by President Cleveland. 


To hide his intrigue he then comes out 


in an interview giving as a reason why he 
voted against Peckham ' that the nominee 
is too old and of unjudicial temper. He had 
not expressed this opinion until Mr. Lent- 
hier was defeated. Senator Hoar is also in 
the game, and between them they have 
probably succeeded in defeating not only 
Lenthier tat vaiions other nominees for 
federal offices. 


Verily this opposition to tlia administra- 


tion by Senator Hill is going altogether loo 
far. It is disrupting the party, 'and should 
he stopped at once. Mr. Hill should re- 
member that the country has had too much 
of this petty opposition already, and can 
look upou its continuation only with feel- 
ings of disapproval and disgust.

consumer. These changes lire various and 
farreaching.

But consider simply the mere ele- 
ment of value. Corn was selling, wo will 
Bay, for iir, cents per bushel. It came all 
tho way from Nebraska perhaps, where it 
brought, but 25 cents. In transit two deal- 
ers n-L-eived n commission of n ceut each. 
The railroad company received 8 cents for 
ita freight and other charges. The distill- 
er paid 'in cents. He took and converted 
it into 4^3 gallons of fjiiiKhed spirits and 
fed one of his .steers on tho refuse. 
The 


distiller sold thu spirits to a local denier 
for $5.12, of which Undo Sam received 
$4.05 as tax on the spirits, leaving a, bal- 
ance to tin; distiller of 72 cents after he 
had paid 35 cents for his corn. 


The spirits, after being well watered and 


compounded, nrn sold at a profit by the 
compor.r,:!crr:'.ml rectifier to the dealer, who 
sells it oufe ut 15 cents a drink. The 4}- 
gallons havu swelled to nine, and before it 
gets through it swells many n head and 
also thu revenue of the city where its lines 
may be cast. 


So that in its travels from the Nebraska 


crib to tbe Chicago snloou tliat bushel of 
corn has increased in value from 25 cents 
to many dollars, nnrt with its constant run- 
ning mates has furnished employment at 
least to 50 men or inoro nnd bas contrib- 
uted to both the national nud municipal 
revenues. 


To resume, that bushel of corn was thus 


scattered on the highways of business and 
pleasure: Farmer, 'J5 cents; railroads, 88 
cents; commissiou men, 2 cents; distillers, 
72 cents; feeder, 10 cents; Uncle Sain, ?4.0u; 
compounds and rectifier, 25 cents; retail 
dealer, §10; city, ?3. The consumer got 
whatever was left in the spirits, each nc 
cording to his strength or weakness.—Peo- 
rin Herald.

BACK TO THE HUB. 


OS, Fab. 19.—Crowds of curious 


persons swarmed Greenwich park yester- 
day, packed the terrace in front of the 
celebrated observatory and filled all the 
other elevated portions of this popular re- 
sort lor Londoners, from which is obtain- 
able 50 extensive and interesting a. view 
over the river. Stakes dotted the ground 
where portions o£ the dvuauiitecl body of 
the anarchist, Bourdin.J^ui been found. 


The widely announced laeeuug of the 


Autouomie club, under the auspices of the 
International Workers' group, was at- 
tended by only 15 persons, fourteen of 
these were foreigners. The speakers who 
had been announced to address the meet- 
ing did not appear. After a wait of two 
hours Gibbona made a speech, in the 
course of which he urged individual effort 
in righting the wrongs they complained 
of, and held up Vaillant, Pallas and 
"other martyrs" as worthy of his hearers' 
emulation. 
Hundreds, he 
said, were j 


ready to sacrifice their lives in the great 
cause. He himself wus perfectly prepared 
to do so. They had nothing to live for, 
but were simply the slaves of the capital- 
ists. Speeches, he added, were useless, 
and physical force was necessary. 


Advised to Study Chemicals. 


'YTben thegovernmeut and Mr. Asquith, 


he continued, abandoned making Maxim 
guns for use against the people the lat- 
ter would relinquish the manufacture of 
dynamite bombs. The speaker advised 
•workers to read books on chemicals, 
which they could find in the public li- 
braries, and to learn the use of them. 


Other speeches, similar in tone, but in 


foreign language, were made to the audi- 
ence, whiclrultimately numbered 8l5 per- 
sons. These 80 made up in enthusiasm 
for the srnallness of the gathering, and 
wildly cheered at every opportunity the 
sentiments of their leaders.

place. This may have had its good effect, 
for outside of the threatening language 
the meeting was an orderly one.

Another Bomb In Paris. 


PAKIS, Feb. 19.—A bomb, similar in its 


composition to that used by Vaillant and 
Henry, was found yesterday on the stair- 
case of the police station in the Rue du 
Temple, one of the most ancient and 
busiest streets of the city, and which 
leads to the Hotel de Ville. In this street 
i<! the Marche du Temple, which occupies 
the site of the Tour da Temple, which 
dujing the revolutiou was Used as a prison 
of the royal family. 


Anarchist Henry has made a further con- 


fession to the police, and, as a result, his 
mother's house was searched. The police 
found much chemical apparatus and a 
number of letters and photographs, in- 
cluding a group of 20 anarchists. 


All of these things will prove valuable 


to the police in their efforts to arrest the 
other anarchists who were implicated in 
the plot with Henry. 


Henry also divulged the names of sev- 


c-ral of his anarchist friends, and their ar- 
rest is expected to take place in a short 
time. 


To Avenge Pallas' Death. 


BARCELONA, Feb. 19.—Six of the lead- 


ing anarchists who have been arrested 
have confessed that they were accom- 
plices in the attempt upon the life of the 
civil governor. This attempt, they said, 
was an act of vengeance for the death of 
Pallas. They declared that their com- 
rades who have not been arrested would 
avenge tbem. 


POPE'S JUBILEE YEAR 


Brought to a Close With Impressive Cer- 


emonies In St. Peter's. 


ROME, Feb. 39.—The closing ceremony 


in connection with Pope Leo XIII's jubilee 
took place yesterday, and consisted of a. 
mass celebrated by him in St. Peter's, fol- 
lowed by the "Te Denm." It is estimated 
that 50,000 people were present. 


The mass was celebrated at the papa! 


altar. Leo was attended by a cortege oi 
cardinals and bishops. His appearance 
was followed by the enthusiastic cheeria 
of the immense multitude. The interio 
of the basilica was decorated with red 
and gold -hangings. 


At the conclusion of the mass, Leo said 


the Te Deum, which was chanted by the 
entire congregation. 
The pope 
then 


blessed the audience. He then retired 
amid prolonged cheering. 


The pope appeared considerably im- 


proved in health and intoned in a strong 
voice. 
Last night the facades of St. 


Peter's and other churches, all the Catho- 
lic institutions and a great many houses 
were brilliantly illuminated. The pope's 
physicians pay that he is much better, 
but they have advised him nc;t to over- 
exert himself.

brokers. 


They sent out circulars to a large num- 


ber of national banks iu Now England 
stating that the firm of C. H. Thompson 
& Co. had JSOO on deposit at their bank, 
aud that probably a check would be pre- 
sented by a party whose signature was at- 
tached, and that the Boston bank would 
not be responsible for more than the 
amount specified in the circular. Several 
letters were received by Chief Inspector j 
Coulter asking the standing of the firm, 
aud they were turned over to Inspectors 
Gerranghty and Hougbton o£ the bank I 
squad for investigation.

II.) National bank, who came in person 
to the police headquarters to see iu what

Tie had 
not expressed this opinion until Mr. Lent- 
hier was defeated 
Senator Hoar is also in 


the game, and between them they have 
probably succeeded in defeating not only 
Lenthier but various other nominees for 
federal offices. 


Verily this opposition to tus administra- 


tion by Senator Hill is going altogether too 


far. 
It is disrupting the party, and should 


be stopped at once. Mr. Hill should re- 
member that the country has had too much 
of this petty opposition aheady, and can 
look upon its continuation only nith feel- 
fng3 of disapproval and disgust.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


The indications are that the depression 


has reached the lowest point and that 
henceforward the tendency \ull bj toward 
business recovery* The tendency may be 
feeble but if it be continuous as it is likely 
to be, it will eventually restore confidence 
and bring about a complete business re- 
sumption. Men of capital aie beginning 
to realize that the present is a good time 
to invest in real estate their money wheth- 
er for business purposes or fot selling at a 
profit. 


The unsettled state of the tariff deters 


manufacturers from keeping any large 
stock on hand. The tariff bill is unijergo- 
ing changes in the senate and the prob- 
ability is that the income tax provision 
will meet very vigorous opposition. If the 
seaate accepts the latter part at all it will 
probably be as a separate measure. 
Wei e 


the income tax provision separated from 
the tariff bill it would have a very slight 
chance of passing. 
This uncertainty has 


its Injurious effect upon business but will 
probably be over in a month or sit weeks. 
If the bill passes business will undergo a 
rapid cbanee for the better and if it be de- 
feated the same result will probably fol- 


low. 


The Bland bill is now coming to the 


front in congress. It provides for the 
coinage of the seignorage silver amounting 
to 653,000.000 and for the transformation 
the Sherman notes, now payable eithei in i 
gold or silver to silver cert'frcates. 
' 


This would increase the siher currency 


by $186,000.000 or forty per cent. It is ! 
not likely that President Cleveland would 
sign the bill with this latter provision. 
The silver men are pushing the bill and 
can secure support for it in both branches 
of congress by refusing to \ote for the 
Wilson bill unless its strong supporters 
promise to vote for the Bland bill. 


The chances ate in favor of tbe passage of 


this bill frith perhaps a slight modification. 
The plea of the silver men in favor of the 
Bland bill is that they are driven to this 
«tep by the fact that their stale banks are 
not allowed to issue notes. By tbe first 
of July next it, is hoped that the adminis- 
tration will have delivered itself from the 
various snags and entanglements in which: 
it is now involTed.

A BUSHKIj OF CORN. 


1U Progress from tho Farm to the Con- 


sumer of Wliislty. 


Illinois is the great corn state, nnd Pco- 


ria is the center of its moit prolific belt. 
Veoria is n great grain market, aud espe- 
cially for corn. A'ast quantities of the 
golden grain are shipped into this city for 
general distribution and loaded into its 
mammoth elevators by the hundreds of 
thou'-HUds of bushel?. A grest deal of corn 
is chipped from Peoria, hut n vast quan- 
tity is used at home. There is more corn 
H«\ in Pcona than in any three cities in 
<ho Union, even though those cities be 
New York, Philadelphia and Chicago. 
The reason is obvious. Peoria is not only 
tbe center of the grent distilling interests, 
but here ate located two of the greatest 
sugar hotisea in the country. 
Dowu the 


capacious m/iivs of the great distilleries 
are poured e\ery day 20,000 bushels of 
corn. The sugar houses usa from 5,000 to 
10,000 bushels more each day in the year. 
To supply this demand the product of 
1,000 
ncres of rich corn lands nro duly 


i-bipped iutoPeotia forhomecousuuiptiou. 
Aside from these fully 5,000 bushels are 
naed daily for other purposes. So that it 
IE sale to estimate that fully 9,000,000 
bushels of corn aro usediu this city annu- 
nlly for manufacturing nnd other purposes. 
The greater part of this is manufactured 
into spjiiti. 


Jt ia wonderful to consider the changes 


jnade by a bushel of corn in its transition 
from tbe owner's crib to the glasa of the 
consumer. These changes are various and 
farreaching. They are other than finan- 
cial. But consider simply the mere ele- 
ment of value. Corn "WHS selling, wo will 
say, for 35 cents per bushel. 
It came all 


the way flora Nebraska perhaps, where it 
brought but 35 cents. In transit two deal- 
era received n commission of a cent each. 
The railroad company received 8 cents for 
its freight and other charges. 
The distill- 


er paid .15 cents. He took and converted 
it into 4}^ gallons of finished spirits and 
fed one of his steels on the refuse. 
The 


distiller sold the spirits to a local dealer 
for S3.12, of which Uncle Sam received 
$1.03 ns tax ou the spirits, leaving a bal- 
ance to tbe distiller of 73 cents after he 
had paid SB cents for his coin. 


Tlio spirits, nftcr being well wntered and 


compounded, nro sold at a profit by the 
compouuder and rectiflerto tbe denier, who 
sells it out at 15 cents n drink. The 4% 
gallons have swelled to nine, and before it 
gets through it swells many a head and 
also the revenue of the city where its lines 
may be cast. 


So that in its travels from tho Nebraska 


crib to tbe Chicago saloon that bushel of 
coin has incieased in value from 25 cents 
to mnny dollars, and with its constant run- 
ning mates has fmiiished employment it 
least to 50 -men or more and has contrib- 
uted to both the national and municipal 
revenues. 


To resume, that bushel o£ corn was thus 


scattered on tho highways of business nncl 
pleasure: Farmer, 25 cents; railroads, 88 
cents, commission men, 2 cents; distillers, 
72 cents; feeder, 10 cents; Uncle Sam, ?f .03; 
compound»r and rectifier, 25 cents; retail 
dealer, S10; city, $3. The consumer got 
whatever was left in the spirits, each nc. 
cording tohisstrength or weakness.—Peo- 
ria Ilerald.

LOXDOX, Feb. 19.—Crowds of curious 


persons swarmed Crreemvicb park yeaxer-1 
£ay, packed the terrace in front of the 
• 


celebrated observatory and filled all the 
other elevated portions of this popular ro- 
Bort for Londoners, from which is obtain- 
able so extensive and interesting a view 
over the river. Stakes dotted the ground 
where portions of the dynamited body of 
the anarchist. Bourdin.f^id been found. 


Toe widely announced meeting of the 


Autonoraie club, under the auspices of the 
International Workers' group, was at- 
tended by only 15 persons. Fourteen of 
these were foreigners. The speakers who 
had been announced to address the meet- 
ing did not appear. After a wait of two 
hours Gibbous made a speech, in the 
course of which he urged individual effort 
in righting the Throng's they complained 
of, and held up Vaillant, Pallas and 
"other martyrs" as worthy of his hearers' 
emulation. 
Hundreds, lie said, were 


ready to sacrifice their lives in the great 
cau^e. He himself was perfectly prepared 
to do so. They had nothing to live for, 
but were simply the slaves of the capital- 
ists. Speeches, he added, were useless, 
and physical force was necessary. 


Advised to Study Chemicals, 


When the government and Mr. Asquith, 


he continued, abandoned mating ilaxim 
guns for use against the people the lat- 
ter would relinquish the manufacture of 
dynamite bombs. The speaker advised 
workers to read books on chemicals, 
which they could find in the public li- 
braries, and to learn the use of them.

foreign language, were made to the audi- 
ence, -nhich ultimately numbered S$ per- 
sons 
These 80 made up in enthusiasm 


for the smalluess of the gathering, and 
wildly cheered at every opportunity the 
sentiments of their leaders.

place. This may have had its good effect, 
for outside of the thieatemng language 
the meeting was an orderly one.

Another Bomlj In Paris. 


PARIS, Feb. 19.--A bomb, similar in its 


composition to that used by Vaillant and 
Henry, was found yesterday on the stair- 
case of the police station in the Rue du 
Temple, one of the most ancient and 
busiest streets of ihe city, and which, 
leads to the Hotel de Yille. In this street 
is the Marche du Temple, which occupies 
the site of the Tour du Temple, which 
dn_'ing the revolution was used as a prison 
of the royal family. 


Anarchist Henry has made a further con- 


fession to the police, and, as a result, his 
mother's house \i as searched. The police 
found much chemical apparatus and a 
number of letters and photographs, in- 
cluding a eronp of 20 anarchists. 


All of these things will prove valuable 


to the police in their efforts to arrest the 
other anarchists who were implicated in 
the plot with Henry. 


Henry also divulged the names of sev- 


eral of his anarchist friends, and their ar- 
rest is expected to take place in a short 
time.
